About the Cnltirc of Dahlias. 


Tbe dahlia is a favorite flower, and 
a great many of ttieru adorn the .vanls 
In Bristol and vicinity

Ing essay concerning the "Culture of 
Dahlias" was read recently

clety. 


In planting dahlias care should be 


taken not to allow them to be planted 
too near trees, or in the shade, as the 
dabllas like plenty or sunlight and 
air to do well When planting dahlias 
iu a bed, they should be planted three 
and one-half feet apart, so as to allow 
plenty of air and proper cultivation 
The plants will grow much stronger 
and by doing so u ill bloom much 
better and the flowers will be much 
larger. 


Any good garden soil is sultali 


for dahlias. A light sandy loam will 
give much better results than a vt-ij 
rich heavy soil 
If tbe soil should be 
heavy, a very good plan is to sieve 
coal ashes and a upiead them over the 
beds or borders about an fncli deep 
then dig them well into the soil, sav 
eight or, ten Inches 
An arbnmliuu 


supply 
of some 
eiai'-lard fertili/er 


should also be mixed 
ith the soil 


When the beds or borders are mid> 


the bulbs should be laid down nut 
and covered over to about tbn depth 
ol four inohes 
Never stand the bulb

ond joint from the ground Ihat will 
make the plant branch out and stand

Never at any 


time leave mere than two stalks to a 
plant. You will have better plants 
and larger floweis If you allow oue 
sprout to grow. 


Watering with a garden hose in 


dry, hot weather Is verv beneficial 
Never water the foliage w hile the hot 
sun is shining on It, always be sure 
o give them a 
thorough soaking 


when you water After watering, Ilie 
ground should have a good hoeing as 
soon as you can stand on it 
1 he 


hoeing will keep the moisture in the 
ground and prevent it from baking 


When the buds liegin to show I give 


hem a good feeding of nitrate of soda. 
In order to base large flowers, you 


must disbud fieely, take all the buds 
off but tbe terminal hud of each 
flowering stem. 


After the frost has killed tbe foliage 
he roots or clumps should be dug up 
with a digging tork and allowed to 
dry In tbe sun for half a day 
They 


bould then he stored In a place 
free 


rom frost. If placed in an old cellar 
without cement bottom or heat tbey 
need not be covered, but if cemented 
oi beated by furnace, they should be 
covered by earth or sand to keep air 
rom them and thus prevent too much
